The Royal Society for the encouragement of Arts, Manufactures and Commerce 
was founded in 1754, by William Shipley, a drawing master from Northampton, 
who assembled a group of the most eminent artists, philosophers and scientists of 
the day and declared that the objectives of his Society were ‘to embolden 
enterprise, to enlarge science, to refine art, to improve our manufactures and to 
extend our commerce. The Society moved to its present premises, which were 
purpose built by the Adam brothers as part of their Adelphi development, in 1774.

A. H. Baldwin and Sons Ltd., founded in 1872, has had premises in The Adelphi 
since the 1920’s and since 1970 at 11 Adelphi Terrace. The original terrace was 
demolished in 1936. The drawing is derived from part of Robert Adam’s 


original plans for his Royal Terrace, and depicts the house at the West end of the 
Terrace at the corner of Robert Street.

Miles states in his note on this coin that “particular interest 
attaches to the present specimen in that it is the earliest of 
the experimental dirham types that led eventually to the 
Caliph ‘Abd al-Malik’s sweeping coinage reform”. It is also 
interesting to note that although it was undoubtedly struck 
under the authority of ‘Abd al-Malik, he chose to issue it in 
the name of the long-dead Sasanian ruler Khusraw II 
instead of his own. This practice had long since been aban- 
doned in the former Sasanian territories where the names of 
Umayyad caliphs and governors were in general use.

The following 11 lots comprise an important group of Spanish trial pieces for the Moroccan coinage of 1201h Sheed: He eens, ae ai 
Muhammad III of Morocco requested the government of Charles II] of Spain to strike a series of gold and silver coins for s king} al P 0 th 
time only one denomination was known, and that from only a handful of specimens: the famous matbu kabir or 5 bunduqi coinage bearing th ae 
name Madrid and dated 1201h. Eustache, in his corpus of Alawite coinage, Vol.1, pp-175-192, discusses the textual evidence for these coins, but 
concludes that up until the time of writing in 1984 only a few examples of the matbu kabir had been found, and not one example, not even an essay, 
of the three other denominations had ever been discovered. However, in Spink Auction 133 (May 1999), a pattern dirham with the mint name 
Madrid (lot 136) was sold. The present group provides a clear picture of the projected coinage. There were to have been three gold denominations, 
the matbu kabir or 5 bundugi, which had not yet been struck in Morocco, the bunduqi and the half bunduqi, and four silver denominations, the 
mithgal, or piece of ten dirhams, bearing the mint name Marrakush and dated 1201, the dirham, of the same mint also dated 1201 with a sample 
sent from Morocco as its pattern, a half dirham or 2 mazuna, of Marrakush 1201, which was a projected denomination, not yet included in the 
Moroccan coinage, and a mazuna, of which a sample was also sent to Madrid. It was anticipated that the gold would be struck in Madrid and the 
silver in Seville, but, in the event, the whole process of production and approval dragged out and in 1204h, after the death of Sidi Muhammad III, 
his son Muhammad al-Yazid declared war on Spain and the project was dropped with only a few examples of the matbu kabir lett to tell the tale. 
This group forms an important contribution to the numismatic history of Morocco as well as that of Spain, since it was the first request from a 
Muslim to a European state for assistance in preparing a modern coinage.
